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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to amend sub -section (2 ) of section 5 of the 
Aircraft Act, 1934 to enumerate therein expressly the more important 
matters regarding the economic regulation of civil aviation and air 
transport services as matters with respect to which rules may be made 
under the section .
